His Laws therefore cannot intend 
any Good to himſelf: but their intention muſt be, to 
make us god and beneficent to one another: And 
whoever” profefſeth Religion towards God, without 
a benevolent heart towards Men, his Religion is mere 
Profefli Of „ And nothing Wld Thus judged the 
stoic Emperot by ſound Reaſon only; = Whatever 
thou doeſt towards God, ſays he, have thy 
« thoughts on Men: And whatever thou doeſt to- 
* wards Men, have thy thoughts on God: that is 
to ſay, Let your every Act of Worſhip to God, improve 
your Heart in Goodneſs towards Men; And. let your 
evety Act to Man, ſhew that your Heart is influenced 
by a Regard to God: This is a right and true Notion: 
of Religion; a Notion, that diſtinguiſherh it from 
idle Superſtition ; repreſents it as a Plan üſeful to- 
Mankind; a Plan worthy of the infinite Gobodneſs 
and Wiſdom of its fupreme Author. Sarely' then 
there muſt be ſomething wrong in any Religion, 
which, by clhiſtering up its People, renders them uite 
uſclels to the World ; quite uncapable of actual (Ha- 
rity : And on the contrary, to live in the Exerciſe of 
the Social Virtues, muſt be more ſaitable to the Dic- 
rates of true genuine Religion. Thus men fhatre, as- 
it is fit they ſlionld do, e Burthens and Betiefirs of 
rheje ſevere Communitiest Thus they are fnabled, 


by 
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by their Induſtry, Frugality, and Teddies, not 


only to make a decent Proviſion for themſelves and 


Families, but alſo to ſpare for the Indigent and Diſ- 


treſſed; to be Feet to the Lame, aud Eyes to the Blind; 
to be Fathers ro the Fatherlfs, and Comforts to the 
helpleſs Widow, Thus it appears upon a general 
View, That there is no being truly Religious with- 
out being really Charitable. Let us ſee the ſame 
Truth in a much ſtronger Light, by taking a cen. 
lar View of the Chriſtian Religion, | 

And here, comparc Chriſtianity with other Religi- 
ons; you will find, what gives it the Preference, is 
Charity: Examine it in itſelf, you will find Charity 
reigning in every Part of it. 

Er/t, To compare Chriſtianity wick other Religi- 


ons.  Mahometiſm, we know, made its Entry and Pro- 
greſs in the World by Fire and Sword, by Bloodſhed 


and Devaſtation; as if it would prove it ſelf to be 
from God, by defacing his Creation. Paganiſin re- 
commended Revenge, as honourable; and reckoned 
it a Mark of ſlaviſh Tameneſs, to 5 ſtill under an 
Affront; it allowed Divorce, the Source of many 
Cruelties, many ſecret Poiſonings; it celebrated pub- 
lick spectacles! in honour of 0 Bagg which Specta- 
eles deſtroyed more Lives of Men, than all its Wars; 
it actually practiſed human Sacrifices ; and what was 


moſt unnatural, it allowed Parents, to expoſe. their 


new - born tn be ly to ſtarve with Cold: and Hunger, 
Among

Among * Greeks their moſt celebrated Form of 
Government tended wholly to War, as is confeſt 


and blamed by the greateſt Greet Writers; it was” 
generally allowed to make War upon Barbarians, that 


is to ſay, upon all whoſe Language was not Grtel; 
Piracy and Robbery, if not committed upon their) 
own Countrymen, were no way infamous.” Then as 
to Rome, what elſe was her vaſt Grandeur owing to, 
but her unjuſt Acquiſitions by War? inſomuch that 
Cicero fairly owns, That if Rome were to reſtore all 
the had unjuſtly got, ſhe would be but a Groupe of 
Cottages again. The Jewiſh Law allowed private 


Revenge, an Eye for an Eye; a Tooth for a Tooth, 
even among Brethren: And then for the reſt of Man- 


kind, it allowed them to be hated as mortal Enemies. 
A Jew would not ſo much as direct a miſtaken Tra- 
veller to the Way he wanted: nor ſtew him a Spring 
where he might quench his Thirſt, though he were 
dying for' want of it. How different from all' theſe 
are the Principles of 2 briflian Religion! ſo far from 
ſounding the Trumpet to War, that they have been 


fuppoſed to forbid even Self⸗deſeuſe; ſo far from al- 


lowing private Revenge, that they have been thought 
to forbid the Magiſtrate; to inffict capital Puniſhments: 
on capital Crimes; ſo far from oountenancing Cru- 
elty of any kind, that they infoin us not only to 
love one another, but to do good even to our enemies, 
after the Pattern of our heavenly Father, who in his

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Providence gives Sun and Rain and fruitſul 1 
the Juſt and Unjuſt both alike, Might not one con- 
clude, from this ſingle intrinſic Argument, its Good- 
neſs towards Men, that This, of all Religions, muſt 
be the true Mother: and that there can be no true 
Child of hers, who doth not refemble her in this. 
amiable Feature? A Jew he may be, a Tark he may 
be, a Pagan he may be; but he cannot be a Chriſtiau 
without Chatity, the Seng: Mark of that 
Religion. 1 

Having thus chmpited: Chriſtianity wich other Re- 
ligions, now let us furvey it in it ſelf, and we ſhall 


ſee how Charity reigns in every part of it. Let us 


trace it to its Source in Heaven; (for there it bè- 


gins) It was Divine Charity, that found the Way 


for the Redemption of loſt Man; It was Divine Cha- 


rity, that induced our Bleſſed Lord, to leave his 
Seat at the right Hand of the Maj jeſty on High, where 
he was worſhipped by Angels, to take our Nature 
upon him, and to be e into the loweſt Condition 
even of human Life ! Well might this Birth be ce- 
lebrated with the Hymn of Glory to God an high and 
on earth, peace, good will towards men / Tis this Birth, 
that is to reconcile Man to his offended God! "Tis 

this Birth, that is to humanize the Hearts of Men to 
one aiother, and ſo to perſeci the Royal Law of Love 
For ſee our Lord's Life: ſee, how, both in Doctrine 
and Example, it tends conſtantly, uniformly, ſolely, 

to thoſe two Points! His

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His Doctrine, with what Indignation doth it re- 
ject the uncharitable Gloſſes of i Caſuiſtry? 
Gloſſes, which taught Children, how, by being de- 
vout to God, they might be unnatural to their Pa- 
rents; taught Man and Wife, how they might be 
one Fleſh, and yet ſeparate for Trifles ; taught eve- 
ry Few to hate the reſt of the human Species, in 


mere Virtue of the Command to /ove his Brother |! 


His Doctrine (and how could it be otherwiſe ? For 


ont of the abundance of. the heart the mouth ſpeaketh, 


His Doctrine I fay) how affectionately doth it re- 


commend the humble, the meek, the merciful, the 
peaceful, the patiem, the forgiting Spirit; that is the 


Spirit of Charity! the very ſame Spirit, that Saint Paul, 


in Imitation of his Maſter, fo rapturouſly extolls, as 
Suffering long and being kind, not ending, not vaunt- 


ing, not puſfed up, not behavmg unſeemly, not ſfeekmg 
its own, not eaſily provoked, thmkimg no evil, not re- 

in iniquity, but rejoycing in the truth, bear- 
ing all things, beliering all things, hoping all things : 
The Spirit, which. he prefers to Prayer, Praiſe, or 
Prophecy, performed with the trueſt Eloquence of 


Men or Angels : prefers to the two grand Chriſtian 


Virtues, Fairh and Hupe: And why prefers? why? 


Becauſe Fairh and Hype procure Good only to our 


felves ; whereas Charity, procureth good to ourſelves, 


and to all about us. This Spirit, as our Lord teach- 
eth us, anſwers all the Puties contained in Law and 


B | Prophets, 


—— ww. 
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| Prophets. Without this Spirit, he permits us not, 


in his own Prayer, to ask from our heavenly Fa- 
ther, Forgiveneſs of our fins. In a Word, He who 
is to be our final Judge, has declared to us before- 
hand, That every the leaſt Inſtance of the Chari- 
table. or Uncharitable Spirit, that we ſhall ſhew to 
the meaneſt man alive, He will take it as ſhewn to 
himſelf, and recompenſe it accordingly, Such is 
his Dockrine: 

As to his Example, he refers to that himſelf, as 
the Proof of his being the Meſſiah, the Son of God, 
the Author of true Religion to the World. When 
Saint Johns Diſciples come to ſatisfy themſelves, (for 
their Maſter needed no ſatisfaction in the Caſe) whe- 
ther he were the Saviour promiſed by the anticnt 
Prophets: he produceth no other Voucher, no other 
Charaderiſtic but this, his Acts of Charity to the 


Souls and Bodies of men. Art thou he that ſhould come, 
or book we for another? ſay they to Chriſt: Chriſt's. 
Anſwer is: Go your way, and tell John what things ye 


have ſeen and heard; how that the blind ſee, the lame 


walk, the lepers are chenſed. the deaf hear, the dead 
are 0 zo the poor the goſpel is preached. Iv theſe 
Works of Our Bleſſed Lord, there is Miracle indeed: 

But ſtill they are Works of Charity, Charity propor- 
tioned to the Divine Power of the Doer. But if 
we would fee Divine Love for Man. carried up to 
the en Pitch; let us caſt our Eyes up yonder to 


Mount 
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Mount Calvary ; behold the Bleſſed Jeſus crucified 
between two Thieves, the Innocent for the Guilty, 
the Son of God for the Sons of Men! And then let 
ns ſay, if that doth not ſtrike us with Aſtoniſhment, 
if that doth not melt us into Tenderneſs, and in- 
cline us to ſay to our good Redeemer, Lord! whats 
is man that thou art thus mindful of him | and the 
Son of man, that thou thus regardeſt him! . 
Thus Charity is the Standard ſer up by Chriſt: 
Charity is the Word given to all his faithful Follow- 
ers. By this they are to know each other : By this 
they are to be diſtinguiſhed from all the World be- 
ſides. And as we have ſeen our ſelves upon a late 
glorions Occaſion, that the brave Example of the 
Prince, added to his generous Exhortations to be- 
have with Honour, is apt to animate the Soldier 
to perform Wonders in the Field; ſo ſuch warm 
Leſſons and ſuch exalted Inſtances of Charity, from 
the Prince and Captain of their Salvation, inſpired 
his Followers to give Proofs of Charity, above what 
could be expected from mere men. Hence that 
furprizing Spirit of Charity in Zacheus; Behold, Lord, 
the Half of my goods I give to the poor | Hence the 
ſtill more ſurprizing Spirit of Charity, that reign- 
ed ſo univerſally through the whole multitude of Be- 
lievers; that no one thought himſelf Proprietor of 
his own; but ſold and divided what he had, in com- 
mon; the bleſſed Effect of which was, that though 
2 B 2 among 
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among ſo many Converts there muſt be many more 
poor than rich, yet no one /acked: for, as many as 
were "poſſeſſors of lands or houſes, ſold them and 
brought the prices of the things that were fold, and 
laid them dewn at the Apoſtles feet : And diſtribution 
was made unto every man, according as he had need. 
Acts x. 32, &c. Hence thoſe Colleges inſtituted, 
of Deacons to be Miniſters of Tables, and to ſee to the 
Feeding of the Poor: of Deaconeſſes or Widows, 
to attend the Sick and Weak, to nurſe the Infant, 
and aſſiſt the Aged ! Hence that Variety of Build- 
ings for various Charitable Purpoſes : Some for the 
Clothing, and Feeding, and Educating of the Or- 
phan: Some for the Entertaintment and Support of 
the poor Stranger, or diſtreſſed Traveller: Some for 
the Cure and Comfort of the Diſeaſed ! Buildings 
never known in the World, I think, till, they were 
invented by the Charity of Chriſtians ; afterwards, 
multiplying continually as they multiplied, and as 
ſoon as Rome became Chriſtian, highly favoured by 
the Roman Laws: ſince imitated perhaps, by ſome 
not Chriſtian Nations; but {till chiefly, if not ſole- 
ly, a Chriſtian Uſage. a City 
Their Maſter dead, the Apoſtles purſue the ſame 
Track; the ſame their Doctrine, the fame their Ex- 
ample. They, like him, as long as they live, go 
about doing good. They travel far and wide, plant- 
ing the Golpel, and Charity together: the Goſpel 
| as 
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as the Prop, and Charity as the Vine to grow up by 
it. Thus as ſoon as Saint Paul hath raiſed Churches 
in Rome, Macedonia, Achaia and Galatia, he intros 
duceth the Cuſtom of raiſing. Contributions, weeks 
ly Contributions, for the poor Saints, He ſtirreth up 
them of Rome by the Examples of Macedonia and 
Achaia, Rom. xv. 26. and ſtirreth up them of A- 
chain by the Example of Galatia, 1 Cor. 16. 1. 
Hence weekly Contributions came to be the general 
Practice of the Chriſtian Church, and are eſtabliſh= 
ed as ſuch by the zd. 4th. and 5th. of the Apo- 
ſtolic Conſtitutions, as they are called, not that 
they were fram'd by the Apoſtles themſelves, but 
grounded on their Authority, and their Writings; 
For look' over all their Epiſtles, and you ſhall not 
find one, whatever elſe be the main Subject; but 
Charity is perpetually brought in, and generally 
concludes the whole Epiſtle, as being the Duty of 
the utmoſt Conſequence ; the Duty that admits of 
no Queſtion, no Doubt, but muſt be acknowledg'd 
by all who acknowledge God and Jeſus Chriſt. 
St. John hardly mentions any thing elfe, as we 
ſee, in his Epiſtles ; and Saint Jerome tells us the 
ſame of his Diſcourſes vi voce: For that at nine 
ty Years of Age, when he was ſo feeble that he 
could not get to Church but as he was carried by 
his Friends; and when he was there, could hardly 
ſpeak to be heard, he never fail'd to repeat his' old 
£3 382 be Wh | Say ing; 
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Saying; My dear Children, love one another + Filioh, di- 
Iigite invicem: And when his Audience, quite tired of 
hearing nothing but the ſame Thing over and over 
again, asked the Meaning of it, his Anſwer was: 
This is the Lord's Command; Do but this, and you 
will do enough. Id ſolum ſi fiat, ſufficit. 

One ſtep farther, and we will have done with 
this Inquiry, How Charity reigns in every Part of 
our Religion? This bleſſed Principle did not leave 
the Church, when our Lord and his Apoſtles left 
it. It had been too well planted, too well water'd 
by them, and too well increaſed by God, to fail ſo 
ſoon. So far from failing, it went on increaſing as 
the Church increaſed; and muſt of Courſe do fo, 
as it was the eſſential Property of that Religion; 
ſo that a Man could not be a Chriſtian, without be- 
ing charitable. Nay more, It ſeems to be a Queſtion 


1 not eaſy to determine, Whether Charity owed its 


U Progreſs to Religion, or Religion to Charity. The 
Love of Chriſtians for one another, was the Admi- 
ration and the Fnvy of the Heathen World. Pri- 
vate Men relieved private Men: Churches relieved 
Churches: wealthy Cities ſet up Correſpondencies, 
beyond Sea, with poor remote Provinces ; kindly re- 
ceived their Applications, and made them generous 
Remittances. - Nay farther ſtill, Chriſtians not on- 
ly relieved Chriſtians, but they extended their Love, 
according to our Lords Command, to their very 
| Enemies, 
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Enemies, the Heathens ; they relieved Heathens 
too. What Wonder if the Church of God increa- 
ſed daily, when ſuch a Godlike Spirit of Charity 
wrought in it ? Every poor Heathen was ſure to 
gain a Support by turning Chriſtian ; and every 
poor Chriſtian was ſure to loſe a Support by turn- 
ing Heathen. The natural Effect of this was the 
increaſe of Chriſtians, and the Decay of Heathen- 
ilm. Of this the Emperor Julian had a thorough 
Senſe: and ſo chafed was the Bigot's Spleen at this 
Practice of the Chriſtians, that he calls them Kzd- 
nappers: (I know not how elſe to Eugliſh the Word 
| Mangones) tho at the ſame Time, he ſtirs up his 
own Heathen Prieſts to the ſame Practice, under a 
better, and indeed the true Name of Philanthropy, 
that is, Humanity. Lucian, another Enemy of our 
Religion, ſays, the Chriſtians of his Time, were fo 
regardleſs of their worldly Goods, that they pour- - 
ed them in without Account into the Hands of their 
Treaſurers, and ſo ealy was it to impoſe on them, 
that a Man he names, by pretending to turn Chri- 
ſtian, was at once 7r:hed :; But he ſoon forgets 
himſelf, and owns that this ſame Impoſtor, being 
abandoned by the Chriſtians, for ſome Offence: by 
him given, immediately commenced: Beggar again. 
I heſe are the Teſtimonies of two Enemies to the Cha- 
rity of the primitive Chriſtians ; let us take the Third 
from a Friend. G me (lays Lactantius) a Man 
hea | covetous, 


(16) 
covetous, greedy, griping : I will return him to you, (he 
means, if he can make him a Chriſtian) liberal, and 
beflowing away his Money with Both his Hands. By theſe 
Means it was, that Chriſtianity not only ſupported 
and preſerved it ſelf under all the Oppoſition, Con- 
tempt, Hatred, and Perſecution, it had to ſtruggle 
with, for near three hundred Years ; but at laſt con- 
verted its Perſecutors. And if it owes its Begin- 
ning to Miracles; its Propagation to the Blood of 
Martyrs : It as certainly oweth its Eſtabliſhment in 
the World, next under God, chiefly to Charity. 
Thus upon Examination, we have ſeen that Chri- 
ſtianity breaths Charity in every Part: So that a 
Chriſtian without this Principle, is as defective a 
Creature in his Religion ; as is in Nature, a Man 
without a rational Mind ; he hath the Form only, 
and not the Eſſence. * 
And now to draw towards a Concluſion: If there 
be no true Religion, no true Chriſtianity, without 
Charity: the Inference is plain and obvious; that 
Charity is a fair Proof of true Religion, true Chriſ- 


tianity. It ſhews, we ſo worſhip God, as to be good 


to Men; that our Religion doth not conſiſt in Forms, 
but Facts; not in profeſſing, but doing good. It 
ſhews, we are deſirous to imitate, in our ſmall Pro- 
portion, the Goodneſs of our heavenly Father; to 
imitate the amiable Patterns of Chriſt, and of his 
firſt and beſt Diſciples. And if to do good, * 

| y 
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fy temporal but eternal, not only to thq Bodies but 
the Souls of Men; if this be Charity, if this be 
Religion; then is the Deſign of the Proreſtant Char- 
ter Schools in Ireland truly Charitable, truly Religious. 
We would fain convert the Popiſh Natives of this 
Kingdom to our own Perſuaſion; bring them out of 
the Darkneſs and Slavery of Superſtition, into the 
Light and Liberty of the Goſpel. The Old we can- 
not convert, the young we may. We cannot re- 
move the inveterate Prejudices of the one; but we 
may prevent Prejudice in the others: We cannot 
ſtraiten the dry Branch; but we may lead the green 
Twig to grow as we would have it: We cannot re- 
cover the old ſour Veſſel, but we may preſerve the 
F new one from being tainted. So in Deſpair of doing 
1 good upon the old; we would try what may be done 
b upon the young: We hope, F we can train tbem up 
from Children in the Way they ſhould go; they will! 
not, when they are old, depart from it. We uſe 
no Force, no Conſtraint. We only open little Hoſ- 
pitals through the ſeveral Counties of the Kingdom ;. 
we offer Food and Raiment, and proper Education 
for the poor Children, if the Parents are willing to- 
accept them. And what's the Conſequence? why: 
the Argument prevails. It: doth, it doth prevail. 
The Parents catch eagerly at our Offer; they pour 
in their Children upon us; we may have what Num- 
bers we will. And ſurely we ſhall take all we can. 
| >; Fos 
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For the larger our Seed- plot, the larger our Crop. 
Every one we do gain, he and his Poſterity are ſo ma- 
ny gained over to a ſure Way of Salvation, to the 
Strength of the Proteſtant Intereſt, to our King and 
Country. And though it may be too ſanguine, to 
hope we fhall gain all we take in Hand; yet it would 
be weong not to ſow at all, becauſe ſome Seed may 
fail. No Care will be wanting, I dare ingage for it, 
to have the Children well Principled, and kept ſted- 
dy to their Principles, whilſt they are at School and 
during their Apprenticeſhip, by tranſplanting them 
out of the Reach of their Parents and their Prieſts. 
This is the utmoſt we can go: For the reſt, we 
muſt truſt to Providence. The Balance, at preſent 
indeed, doth run high againſt us: but nothing near 
ſo high, as it did againſt the primitive Chriſtians. 
Our Cauſe is the ſame as theirs: our Method of Cha- 
rity the ſame: and why may not we hope for the 

ſame Succeſs? Who would have thought, once, that 
Chriſtianity, the Averſion, the Scorn, the Out-caſt 
of the World, ſhould ever come to be the Eſtabliſh- 
ed Religion? So we, who would have thought a 
very few Years ago, that we ſhould have made ſuch 
Progreſs as we have > That we ſhould have 
Nineteen Schools on Foot ? above Four hundred 
Children in our Care? Who would have thought, 
we ſhould be able to expend Four thouſand 


Pounds in One Year, as we ſhall do this very Year ? 
Who 
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Who would have thought of receiving ſuch a Sum 
as Two thouſand Pounds from a ſingle Hand, as we 
have done more than once? Who would have 
thought of receiving in ſo ſhort a Time, Ten thou- 
ſand Pounds, and more, from our moſt generous Eug- 
liſh Friends? Who could have thought of meeting 
ſuch a wonderful Support, as we have done, in our 
Correſponding Society in Loudon? Who not only 
aſſiſt us with their liberal Contributions; but with 
their Time, their Care, their Pains, their Advice, 
their Intereſt : Who not only imploy.their unwearied 
Application for us through their own great Metro- 
polis; but, if I am not miſinformed, are thin king 
how to extend it through all the Counties of Eng- 
land, and even to the Eugliſh Colonies in the Weſtern 
World. Wherefore, ſince every Intereſt, as well 
civil as religious, calls aloud on us todo it; and ſince 
we have proſpered hitherto, ſo much beyond our 
Hopes: let us, my Friends, continue to proceed

G EORGE the Second, by the Grace of God, of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c.— To 
all Perſons to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come. ——— Foraſmuch as we 
have received Information by the Petition of the Lord Primate, Lord 
Chancellor, Archbiſhops, Noblemen, Biſhops, Judges, Gentry, and Clergy. 
of Our Kingdom of Ireland, That in many Parts of the ſaid Kingdom 
there are great Tratts of Land almoſt intirely inhabited by Papiſts, who 
are kept by their Clergy in great Ignorance of the true Religion, and bred 
up in great Diſaffeftion to the Government: That the Erefting of Eng- 
liſh Protetant Schools in thoſe Places is abſolutely neceſſary for their Con- 
ver ſion; that the Engliſh Pariſh Schools already Eftabliſhed are not ſuf- 
ficient for that Purpoſe 4, nor can the Reſidence of the Parochial Clergy 
only, fully anſwer that End. | 


To the Intent therefore, that the Children of the Popiſh and other poor 
Natives of the ſaid Kingdom, may be inſirufted in the Engliſh Tongue, 
and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, and that ſo good @ De- 
fign may the more effettually be carried ou; The Lord Lieutenant, and 
ſome of the chief Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy of the ſaid Kingdom, are 
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| appointed Commiſſioners to execute the Purpoſes of this Charter, and 
have a Power to Eleft others in the room of their deceaſed Members, and 
are conſtituted a Corporation or Body Politick, by the Name of The In- 
corporated SOCIETY in Dublin, for Promoting Eugliſb Pro- 
teſtant Schools in Ireland : And are capable to reteive and enjoy in 
Fee, and in Perpetuity, any Mannors, Lands, Tenements, &c. the ſame, 
not exceeding the Value of Two Thoufamd Pounds per Ann. and any Sum 
or Sums of Money, that fhall be given them by any Perſon or Perſons, 
Bodies Politick and Corporate, &c. to be applied for the Eſtabliſhing and 
Supporting Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in ſuch Places of the Kingdom as 
| they [hall think proper. | | | 


The ſaid Society is Impowered to Nominate and Appoint School-maſters 
and School. miſtreſſes, to be Approved and Licenſed by the Archbiſhops and 
Biſhops reſpoctively, to continue during the Pleaſure of the ſaid Society, 
<ebo are 10 be ſupported by the Society, and provided with all Things ne- 
ceſſary for the Inſtruction of the poor Children in the Principles of the 
Proteſtant Religion, Reading, Writing, and Arithmetick, as likewiſe 
with proper Books, and all neceſſary Materials fit for teaching them Huſ- 
banary, Houſewifery, Trades, Manufactures, &c. in order to bring them 
up to Virtue, Labour, and Induſtry. 
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The Society is likewiſe Impowered to Nominate Perſons to receive Sub- 
ſeriptions, Benefattions, &c. in any Part of His Majeſty's Dominions, 
from all well-diſpaſed Perſons. . The Society may Eleft and Admit 
Subſcribers (being Proteftants) to be Members to aſſiſt in carrying on the

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The Riſe and Progreſs of the Incorpo- 

rated Society in Dublin, for Promoting 

_ Engliſh Proteſtant Schools in Ireland: From 

the Opening of His Majeſty's Royal 

Charter, February 158 1733, to * No- 
venber, 6th, 1743. 


HE flow Advances which the Proteiant Religion, 
and a Spirit of Induſtry had made among the com- 
mon People of Jreland, for above an Age ing be- 
: ing obſerved by ſome "worthy Perſons of thi 

dom, they formed themſelves into a voluntary Hela 
for ſetting up Parochial Schools, as the beſt Remedy they could 
provide in that Caſe. 

Heroupon many ſuch Schools were ſet up in Dublin and ſome 
other Chief Cities and Towns, under the Encouragement and 
Dire&ion of ſeveral of the Biſhops, Nobility, Gentry and Clergy, 
as a Means to forward the good Work ; but after the Experience 
of many Years, they perceived that the Succeſs did not anſwer 
their Expectation; for the Children being taught as Day-Scholars- 
only, and afterwards put out Apprentices and Servants, not far 
D 2 enough 
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enough from their own homes, their Popiſh Parents and their 
Prieſts, had too frequent Acceſs to them, and often found Means 


to draw them back to Popery, juſt at that Point of Life when 


Children begin to be ſuſceptible of Religious Impreſſions. 
But this Scheme, even tho' it had not failed in any Part, was 


very inſufficient to anſwer the End of a general Reformation; for 
as the major Part of thoſe Scholars were the Children of Proteſtants, 


the Number of young Converts made in thoſe Schools were very 
ſmall, and could not have turned the Balance againſt Popery in 
the Space of ſome Centuries. | | 

It was therefore judged neceſſary to find out ſome other Expe- 
dient, that might operate more extenſively and effectually to the 
general Converſion and Reformation of the poor Natives. And 
the Expedient at laſt happily choſen, was to apply to His Majeſty 
by Petition, that He would by His Charter, Incorporate a So- 
ciety with Powers for Erecting Schools in ſeveral Parts of the 
Kingdom, wherein the Children of poor Papifts, and other poor 
Natives, ſhould be inſtructed in the Englifþ Tongue (which many 
of them cannot ſpeak) and in the Principles of true Religion and 
Loyalty. 

kn humble Petition was accordingly preſented to His Majeſty, 
dated the 17th Day of April, 1730. being ſigned by their Excellen- 
cies the then Lords Juſtices, and a great Number of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, of the Commons, the Clergy, and other 
principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom; whereupon his Majeſty, 
through the favourable Interpoſition of his Grace the Duke of 
Dorſet then Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was gracioufly pleaſed to 
Grant his Royal Charter for the Purpoſes before mentioned, bear- 
ing Date the 24th. Day of October, 1733. 

On the 6th. Day of February following, the ſaid Charter was ſo- 
lemnly opened and read in the Council Chamber in Dublin, in Pre- 
ſence of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, and many of the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry. - The Officers directed by the Charter were im- 
mediately choſen, and a Subſcription-book opened for carrying on 
the good W ork. 

Many Perſons of Rank and Diſtinction ſubſcribed largely, among 
whom the Earl of Ki/dare deſerves to be mentioned with great 
Honour and Gratitude, for his Bounty of Five hundred Pounds, 
which has been followed by another Benetaction from the ſame 
Hand, for encouraging the School at Caſtledermot. 
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But as the Effects of this Charter could not be obtained in their 
full Latitude, without keeping the Children apart from their Pa- 
rents, and maintaining them in Meat, Drink and Cloathing, and 
Ere&ing Houſes for their Accommodation, and furniſhing the . 
ſame, and paying Salaries to School Maſters, and providing Tools 
and Utenſils for their Country Labours, it was ſoon evident, that 
the neceflary Expence of a few Schools would require a greater 
Fund than this poor Country could ſupply. 

The Society therefore found themſelves under a Neceſſity of 
having Recourſe to the 8 and Piety of England (which has 
been ever diſtinguiſhed for Acts of Munificence;) and herein 
their Hopes have not been diſappointed, as will appear from the 
Liſt of Engliſh Benefactors which has been yearly publiſhed, and 
will continue ſo to be. | 

In Purſuance of this View, the Society ſent over their Secret 
ry, John Hanſard, Eſq; furniſhed with proper Credentials for ſol- 
liciting and receiving Benefactions, in which he proved very ſuc- 
ceſsful. 

It was likewiſe thought adviſeable to ſet on Foot a Corre/- 
ponding Society in London, who refiding in that Metropolis, might 
be Inſtrumental in procuring and remitting Subſcriptions and Do- 
nations, and keeping up a regular Correſpondence with the Incor- 
porated Society in Dublin, in order to inform them of all Occur- 
rences, and to communicate their Sentiments and Advice, as Occa- 
ſion ſhould require. 

This proved a very eaſy Work; for ſeveral worthy Perſons, 
of which Number were moſt of the Biſhops, animared with a Zeal 
for the Honour of Cod, and a Spirit of Charity towards the Poor 
deluded Natives of Ireland, preſently offered their Aſſiſtance, and 
having firſt contributed their own Benefactions, formed themſelves 
into a Society for that End, and have brought 1n a plentiful Har- 
veſt of Benefactions to recruit the Fund, for which the Society do 
hereby publickly return Thanks to them, and to the pious and 
generous Benefactors whom God hath raiſed up by their Means; 
tome of thoſe we are bound in a ſpecial Manner to mention, and 
acknowledge in this Place. Theſe are One thouſand Pounds, be- 
ing His Majeſty's Donation, beſides His Royal Grant of a Thou- 
land Pounds per Annum; Mr. Whitchcot, fifteen hundred Pounds 
Mrs. Holden, two thouſand Pounds; His Grace the Duke of Devon- 
ſhire, three hundred ſeventy fix Pounds and upwards; Mrs. Dionyſia 
Long, fifty Pounds a Lear for eight Years paſt; and we muſt not 
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omit to mention with Thanks, the Generoſity of the three Cities 
of Dublin, Waterford, and Kilkenny, for encouraging three Schools 
in or near them, which will be more particularly ſet forth in the 
next yearly Abſtract. i 5 | © 
By theſe ſeaſonable Aids, the Society have been enabled to ex- 
tend their Schools into ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, through 
the Encouragement of divers Gentlemen, who have given in Per- 
petuity one Acre ot Land, and ſome of them a greater Quantity, 
for the Site of a School on their Eſtates, beſides Beneficial Leaſes 
of ſmall Farms contiguous to every School, to be cultivated and 
improved by the Labour of the Boys; ſo that the Society have at 
preſent under their Care and Direction, Nineteen Schools, all built 
and ſupported out ot their ſlender Fund. The Society call it ſlen- 
der, becauſe it is comparatively ſo, regard being had to the innu- 
merable Multitude of poor Popiſh Children who would fill ten times 
that Number of Schools, for a Succeſſion of many Years, if 
Means could be found to maintain them. | 
But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up many Benefactors for 
carrying on this good Work thus far, the Society would hope 
that it will not reſt here, but that God will put it into the 

Hearts of many other Charitable Perſons, to ere etheſe 
Schools, fince they can no where find fitter Objects. For Cha- 
rity can never be carryed higher than to reſcue the Souls of 
thouſands of poor Children from the Dangers of Popiſh Superſtition 
and Idolatry, and their Bodies from the Miſeries of Idleneſs and 
Beggary. This is not retailing Charity to Particulars, but diffu- 
ſing it over a whole Nation; it is a Charity that will make 
thoſe who are at preſent a Nuſance and a Burthen to their Coun- 
try, to become a Treaſure and a Bleſſing to it; that will make 
honeſt and induſtrious Men of thole who would have been bred 
up in Thievery and Rags ; it is a Charity that will multiply obe- 
dient and peaceable Subjects to the King, and render the Proteſtants 
of Ireland ſafe in their Lives and Poſſeſſions. And it will for 
ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſquietudes and Appre- 
henſions, which, upon ſeveral ConjunQures, have alarmed the Go- 
vernment and People of Exgland, by reaſon of the near Neigh- 
bourhood of a formidable Body of Papiſts, devoted to the See of 
Rome, and ready to rebel at the Inſtigation eicher of their Prieſts, 
or of a Foreign Enemy. | | 
Theſe will be ſome of the happy Effects of the Charter-Schools, 
if they can be ſufficiently multiplied and extended. And yet they 
will 
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will be produced by Means that cannot be objected to; not by 
Force or Terror, not by Penal Laws and Proſecutions, which can 
only make Hypocrites; but by the innocent and gentle Means of 

enlightning and inſtructing che ignorant Minds of Children in the 
pure Truths of the Goſpel, and leading them early to that Foun- 
tain-head, which the Church of Rome hath cruelly ſealed up. Theſe 
are the only Methods practiſed by the Society, as being agreeable 
to the Nature of Man, and to the Genius of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion. | | | 

Sand for obviating the great Danger of the Childrens relapſing, 
the Society are very careful to tranſplant them to Schools remote 
from their Popiſh Parents and Relations, who would be apt to pervert 
them. This Expedient, ſo eſſential to the obtaining the Ends of 
the Charter, tho' it may have eſcaped Publick Cognizance, has 
proved an Article of no ſmall Expence to the Society, and will 
continue ſo to be. 

If after all, any man ſhould really doubt whether this Scheme 
for converting the poor Natives of Ireland, be well calculated for 
that Purpoſe, he may be caſily ſatisfied from the Alarm it has given 
to the Popiſh Prieſts, who have lately denyed the Communion, -and. 
refuſed Abſolution to thoſe Parents who have ſuffered their Children 
to be received into the Charter-Schools, tho' it be to fave them 
from periſhing with Hunger and Nakedneſs. This is a plain Con- 
feſſion of their inward Fears and Apprehenſions, that the Charter 
is laying the Ax to the Root of Popery, and will in its Progreſs 
accompliſh that Work by ſweet and inſenſible Means, which has 
been too hard for Coercive and Penal Laws, in a Courſe of fifty 
Years. | | 

The Society cannot part with this Subject without offering one 
Hint to the Gentlemen of this ern which they do with 
the greateſt Deference and Tenderneſs. 

It is evident, that the greateſt Part of the Contributions to this 
good Work, come from England, and are given by Perſons, many 
of whom have no Intereſts in Ireland, nor Relation to it, but ſend 
over their Bounty upon the pure Principle of Charity, for which 
they can hope for no Reward but in the World to come; but the 
Caſe is very different with regard to the Gentlemen of /re/and ; for 
as their Bene factions will be laid out in their own Country, and 
frequently upon their own Eſtates ; 'the Money will circulate 
among their own Tenants: Every Popi/h Child turned out a 3 
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from theſe Schools, will bring an Acceſſion of Strength to the Pro- 
teſtant Intereſt, and of Wealth to the Kingdom, by the Labour of 
his Hands. So tha: if the Charter- Schools could be ſufficiently ex- 
tended and diffuſed, they would be the Means of increaſing In- 
duſtry and Trade, and uſeful Manufactures, which muſt of courſe 
improve every Gentleman's Eſtate. | 

he. Society will conclude with this one Obſervation which 
they apprehend to be of conſiderable Importance, tho' little attend- 
ed to, namely, that the Progreſs of theſe Schools, muſt in its natu- 
ral Courſe, gradually aboliſh the great Number of Popiſh Holidays, 
by Means of which, ſome hundred thouſands of working Hands 
are kept idle, and the Labour and Profit of them loft to the Pub- 
lick-Stock for a conſiderable Part of the Year, the very Harveſt 
not excepted. 

This Damage, as little as it is obſerved, 85 upon a fair Calcu- 
lation, will appear to be an aſtoniſhing Draw- back from the Wealth 
and Strength of the nation; but it eats like a Worm unſeen at 
the Root of our Proſperity, which grows chiefly from Labour, and 
muſt languiſh with the De- creaſe of it. | 

The Increaſe therefore of Proteſtant Hands, in Conſequence of 
theſe Schools, will remove this great Evil, which, humanly ſpeak- 
ing, can be done by no other Means; and the Society look upon 
this Poſition as undeniable, | | =

However, ſonic things have been thought proper to be obſerved 
here, by way of Supplement to thoſe Pieces, eſpecially at this 
Juncture, when the Deſigns of a Foreign Enemy, in Favour of a 
Popiſh Pretender, have ſhewn theſe Kingdoms what they were to 
expect, had it not pleaſed Divine Providence to fruſtrate their daring 

and wicked Attempts and at the ſame time inſtructed them, how- 
neceſſary it is, to uſe all Methods, truly Chriſtian, to reclaim the 
Natives from Errors ſo dangerous to His Majeſty's Government, and 
the Safety of the Nation; which no other Method can, humanly 
ſpeaking, ſo well effect, as this Inſtitution of Charter- Schools. 

The Charter Working-Schools, reckoning from the opening of 
the School at Caſtle-Dermot in the Year 1734. have in the Space of 
thoſe ten Years gradually increaſed to the Number of Nineteen, in 
which there are 443 Boys and Girls; and ſuppoſing them to mul- 
tiply in the ordinary Proportion, their Deſcendauts will, in the 
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Space of a Century, amount to about fourſcore thoufand, and if 
this deſign ſhould find ſuitable Encouragement, we may reaſona- 

| bly hope, in the Space of a few Years, to have double the preſent 

if Number of Children in our Schools; upon this Foot it will be 

| | caſy to compute the great Produce from this Stock. 

1 Notwithſtanding the many Improvements lately made by the 
| Gentlemen of this Kingdom, and the Premiums yearly given by 
| the Dublin Society for the Encouragement of Plantations, many 

Parts of the Country of Ireland, have ſtill a naked, and uncultivated 
my Aſpe&. Our famous Oak is grown a ſcarce Commodity; and tho” 

If we have ſome Plantations of Elms, and in fome Parts of the King- 

if dom a good Number of Orchards, yet neither are fo general as 

1 cou'd be wiſhed. For this Reaſon, one of the favourite Regula. 

ions of the Society, ſince the laſt Abſtract, is to ſet out ſome 

Part of the Land, belonging to each School, for a Nurſery ot Fruit 

and Foreſt Trees, and the Boys are to be taught to raiſe and ma- 

nage them. The Charter-Schools in the ſeveral Counties have, 
each at a Medium, about 20 Acres of Land under their Care and 

Management, which being well ditched, planted, and thrown into 

{mall Meadows and Cornfields, will of themſelves, in ſome Mea- 

ſure, adorn the Face of the Country. But as we promiſe our ſelves, 

that our young Planters and Husbandmen will propagate their Arts, 

as well as their Religion, we may, in the Space of a Century, ex- 4 

ect to ſee many thouſand Acres of naked, and almolt uſeleſs Land, | 

well encloſed and cultivated. In Conſequence of which, good 3 

Farm- Houſes, and comfortable Dwellings, will, by degrees, be 

multiplied thro* the Kingdom. 

With theſe Improvements and the natural Advantages of Rivers 
{o convenicntly diſperſed, we may, without any grear Strength of 
Imagination, form a pleaſing Proſpect of the Happineſs Poſterity 
muſt enjoy in a Country, beautiful by Nature, when well improved 
by good Husbandry. | 5 

Beſides, it may be worth conſidering, that theſe Nurſeries of 
true Religion and Loyalty, will not only prevent the Increaſe of 
our domeſtick Enemies, but may alſo furniſh His Majeſty with Re- 
eruits for His Fleets and Armies. So that the Effects of this Ex- 
cellent Inſtitution will not be confined to Ireland only. 
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The Importance of the Linen Manufacture to this Kingdom, is 
too well known to need enlarging upon; and it is well known that, 
the greateſt Care is taken in all the Schools, to qualify the Children 
for this moſt uſeful Buſineſs ; rhe Boys are taught to Weave, Sc. 
andthe Girls to Spin, &;. And that no Time may be loſt, they 
are diſcharged out of the Schools and put Apprentices as toon as 
their Labour becomes valuable, the Boys at the Age of Sixteen, 
and the Girls at Fourteen; by which Means alſo, the Succeſſion is 
quickened, and the Numbers multiplied as much as poſſible. 

Our Annual Abſtracts generally take Notice of Propoſals for 
Schools to be Erected, ſome of which lie longer than we could 
wiſh before the Society. Thoſe who are not acquainted with the 
Reaſons of this, may aſcribe it to our being too backward in giv- 
ing due Encouragement ; but the true Reaſons are, either that 
the Propoſals fall much too ſhort of the Expence ot a School, or 
that the Society cannot find in the Neighbourhood a Local Com- 
mittee, on whom they may ſafely rely. The Expence of a School- 
Houſe to contain 20 or 30 Children, With a Barn and Cow-Houſe, 
c. is not leſs than 3007. the furniſhing this Houſe, and finding 
Utenſils for Labouring the Farm, c. may be reckoned 35] the 
Charge of Cloathing and Maintaining 20 Children, paying the Ma- 
ſter's Salary and repairing the Building, is at leaſt 100 d. a Year, 
when it is in its Infancy; but it muſt be obſerved, that this Ex- 
pence is gradually leſſened by the Produce of the Labour of the 
Children, as they grow up. To theſe we muſt add the Charge of 
Tranſplanting the Children, which in the two laſt Vears amounted to 
115 J. 85. 1d. and will neceſſarily increaſe every Year. 

Theſe Expences the Society are always ready to lighten, but can- 
not bear alone. For the Fund by which they are ſupported, has 
little in it certain, except His Majeſty's Bounty of 1000. a Year 
out of His Hereditary Revenue in Ireland, | 

The other Reaſon, why Propoſals ſeemingly good, are not ſo 
readily embraced as might be expected, is the Want of proper Lo- 
cal Committees; which is often the Caſe in the very Places where 
there is the greateſt Occaſion for Exgiiſh Proteſtant Schools; and 
without the Aſliſtance of ſuch Committees, it is impoſſible for the 
Society, who reſide in Dublin, to govern well, and happily, Schools 
lying in remote Quarters abounding with Papiſts. 
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The Society have great Reaſon to hope, that the laudable 
Examples of the Cities of Dublin, Waterford and Kilkenny z and of 
the Town of Neu- Roſs, will have a proper Influence on other 
Corporations of this Kingdom. And, if the Society durſt, they 
would gladly carry their Hopes yet higher; for as this is a Pub- 
lick Concern, wherein all Orders and Degrees among us are intereſt- 
ed, they pleaſe themſelves with the Proſpect of ſeeing it one Day
